3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the distinction 
between closest prior art and instant application is in manner of determining Image 
result for a synthetic lighting configuration, each of which is based on the corresponding 
synthetic lighting configuration and at least one base image and determining a desired 
lighting configuration based on the sets of the image results as recited in independent 
claims 1 and 19-21. 

Although Jusoh et al (US 6,207,946) disclose an adaptive lighting system and 
method for machine vision apparatus comprising a digital computer which includes a 
plurality of components to provide a suitable illumination and contrast between the 
package 22 in order for camera capture a high resolution image (column 5, lines 7-20).
